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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art

proportion of the number ML of dimples, having the diameter equal to or greater than 
3.90 mm, complying with the following formula (1 ) and having a radius of curvature 
Re the following formula of 2.0 mm or greater and 5.0 mm or less, occupied in the 
number NL is equal to or greater than 50%: 0.5 < Re/Rw < 1 .5 (1 ) wherein: Re 
represents a radius of curvature a curved surface between the dimple edge and a point 
positioned downward from dimple edge by the depth of 10% an in-depth direction; Rw 
represents a radius of curvature of a curved surface between a point positioned 
downward from the dimple edge by the depth of 20% in an in-depth direction and a 
point positioned downward from the dimple edge by the depth of 50% in in-depth 
direction.
